WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
F'ord has signed a bill au thorizing $6.34 
million ov er fiv e y ears for the Pu blic 
Broadcasting Corp and v etoed a bill de­ 
signed to insu re that economic con­ 
siderations are taken into accou nt in de­ 
liberations of the National Secu nty 
Cou ncil. 


Actions on 15 pending bills, taken on 
New Y ear’s Ev e, were annou nced Thu rs­ 
day at the White Hou se. 


The v etoed bill wou ld hav e giv en the 
secretary of the Treasu ry membership 
on the National Secu rity Cou ncil. Ford 
said that was u nnecessarv ’ and u ndesira­ 
ble becau se there were adequ ate ar­ 
rangements for getting adv ice from the 
Treasu ry secretary . 


It was Ford’s 43rd v eto 


P u blic B road casting had sou ght 
“financial secu nty ” since the corpora­ 
tion was established in 19 6 8, claiming 
that fu nding plans of two y ears or less 
hampered planning and detracted from 
qu ality programming. 


Proponents of the fiv e-y ear au thoriza­ 
tion also hav e .said it wou ld tend to blu nt 
potential gov ernment interference in 
siK’h areas as pu blic affairs programs by 
making annu al fu nding pleas to Congress 
u nnecessary '. 


Among the bills signed by F'ord was a 
m easu re to increase the monthly pre­ 
miu m for Medicare cov erage from $6 70 
to $7 20, effectiv e Ju ly 1.

“Canada has now lifted those u nju stifia­ 
ble restrictions on meat imports from 
the United States.”

A nu mber of illegal political grou ps, in­ 
clu ding the powerfu l, mtx ierately leftist 
Cou ncil of Political P'orces of Catalonia, 
hav e met in recent weeks withou t police 
interv ention.

Record elections held 
by farm labor groups 


FRESNO. Calif (AP) - Cali­ 
fornia's fledgling farm labor 
election process. despite de­ 
mands for revisions, begins the 
new year with a record of more 
elections in four months than 
the National Labor Relations 
Board held in its first full year 
A total of 376 elections were 
conducted on individual ran­ 
ches during the four months, 
according to Associated Press 
statistics. 
Officials of the Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board, the 
agency that administers the 
historic act, like to point out 
t huit the N LRB conducted only 
203 elections dunng its first 
year in the 1930s. 
Agriculture was left out of 
the National Labor Relations 
Act. and the California law thus 
resulted in the first massive 
farm labor elections ever held 
in the nation

is 
caught in the middle Growers 
and the Teamsters union claim 
the board and staff favor the 
United 
Farm 
Workers, and 


UFW officials claim some deci­ 
sions favored growers or the 
Teamsters. 
Growers have launched a 
drive for amendments this year 
to the act adopted by the Cali­ 
fornia legislature last spring 
after a decade of farm union 
organization strife 
Supporters of the law note 
that, despite controversy over 
its 
implementation, 
violence 
was kept at’a minimum dunng 
the election process which be­ 
gan in early September 
The Cesar Chavez-led UFW 
and the Teamsters stayed pret­ 
ty even during the first few 
weeks of balloting at key table 
grape and lettuce ranches, fo­ 


cal points of their rivalry for 
years. 
But the UFW steadily pulled 
ahead as its organizers per­ 
sistently forced elections at 
ranches throughout the state 
The Teamsters concentrated on 
retaining bargaining nghts at 
tin numerous ranches where it 
already had contracts. 
By year's end. the UFW had 
won more than half the elec­ 
tions held, according to the AP 
tally. The UFW had 185 vic­ 
tories covenng 18.000 workers 
compared with the Teamsters 
110 victories covering 11.(XX) 
workers. 
The "no union representa­ 
tion' option on the ballot won a 
majority vote at 25 ranches in­ 
volving 2,000 workers. Eight 
elections were won by mis­ 
cellaneous uruoas. and 48 re­ 
main undecided due to chal­ 
lenged ballots.

Breakfast food prices are higher

Starting the day cost more as 
Americans 
started 
the 
new 
year, with an Associated Press 
marketbasket survey showing 
price increases for milk, butter, 
eggs and coffee during the last 
month of 1975. 
The AP drew up a random 
list of 15 commonly purchased 
fcxxi and nonfood items, check­ 
ed the price at one super- 
niarket in each of 13 cities on 
March 1, 1973, and lias rech­ 
ecked on or about the start of 
each succeeding month. 
No attempt was made to 
weight the survey results ac­ 
cording to population density or 
in terms of what proportion of 
a family’s actual grocery out­ 
lay each item represents. 
Among the highlights of the 
latest survey: 
-The marketbasket bill was 
up at the checklist store in sev­ 
en cities during December, ris­ 


ing an average 3.7 per cent 
The bill decreased at the check­ 
list store in five cities, down an 
average 2.2 per cent, and was 
unchanged in one Over-all, the 
marketbasket at the checklist 
store rose just over 1 per cent 
during December 
—S u g a r 
prices 
declined 
sharply during 1975. although 
they remained higher than they 
were at the start of 1974 The 
average price of a five-pound 
sack of sugar at the checklist 
stores went from 83 cents in 
January 1974 to a high of $3.02 
on Dec. 1.1974. then dropped to 
$1.27 by the start of this month. 
—The declines in sugar made 
it appear that food prices were 
dropping When sugar was in­ 
cluded in the total, the AP sur­ 
vey showed the marketbasket 
bill declined in seven cities dur­ 
ing 1975 and was up in five. 
(Sugar was not available in the 
specified size at the checklist 
store in the 13th city.) When 
sugar was not included, how­ 


ever. the bill went up in every 
city, rising an average 13 per 
cent over the 12-month period 
—Increases in dairy and oth­ 
er breakfast products hit con­ 
sumers hard during December 
The price of a pound of butter 
was up at the checklist store in 
all 13 cities, rising an average 
712 per cent. The price of a 
dozen, medium wliite eggs was 
up in 12 cities, with an average 
increase of 12*2 per cent Milk 
went up in seven cities and cof­ 
fee increased in six cities The 
increases in milk and milk 
products reflected a seasonal 
decline 
in 
supplies: 
coffee 
prices have been rising since 


midsummer because of frost 
that destroyed much of the 
Brazilian crop 
—On the bnght side, pork 
prices showed signs of decline 
Smaller supplies of hogs had 
pushed prices up to record lev­ 
els in October, according to the 
U.S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture. As grain prices dropped, 
however, 
farmers 
increased 
production and consumers are 
reaping some benefits. The AP 
survey showed the price of a 
pound of center-cut pork chops 
declined during December at 
the checklist store in eight 
cities, down an average of al­ 
most 10 per cent. The price in­ 


creased in three cities and was 
unchanged in two. 
The items on the AP check­ 
list were: chopped chuck, cen­ 
ter cut pork chops, frozen or­ 
ange juice concentrate, coffee, 
paper towels, butter. Grade-A 
medium white eggs, creamy 
peanut butter, laundry deter­ 
gent. fabric softener, tomato 
sauce, chocolate chip cookies, 
milk, all-beef frankfurters and 
granulated sugar. 
The cities checked were: Al­ 
buquerque, NYU, Atlanta.

The military v ersion was that national 
g uardsmen at the g ates fired into the air 
first and were then pelted with stones. 
Officials said there were scattered pistol 
shots from the crowd before the 
g uardsmen opened fire. 
One of the v ictims was a West 
German. Gunther Bruns. 22, of Ham­ 
burg . The two other dead men were 
Portug uese. 
Early today the dfior of the main na­ 
tional g uard barracks in Oporto was 
damag ed by a bomb thrown from a 
speeding car. Officials said they believ ed 
the bomb attack was in retaliation for 
the shooting s. 
And in an apparently unrelated inci­ 
dent, a bookstore owned by a leftist in the 
northern town of Brag a was raked by 
machine g un fire early today . No one 
was hurt.

The company disclosed the pay ments 
and scheduled pay ments in its periodic 
filing of sig nificant ev ents with the 
Securities and Ex chang e Commission. 


The SEC has taken court action 
ag ainst sev eral compianies to force dis­ 
closure of questionable pay ments, but 
Rockwell said its disclosure was the pro­ 
duct of a v oluntary rev iew undertaken by 
a special committee appointed in J uly . 
The company prev iously had not dis­ 
closed ex istence of the committee 
Rockwell said $570,000 in pay ments 
“ were or may hav e been” made ov er­ 
seas to win contracts totaling about $5.8 
million. 
The company did not name the coun­ 
tries. but it said four nations were in­ 
v olv ed. 
The company said the $9 8 ,000 in pay ­ 
ments related to $4.3 million in sales. 
Rockwell’s total sales for the y ear 
ended Sept 30 were $5 billion. 
With the report, it is now up to the SEC, 
to determine whether the Rockwell in­ 
formation constitutes sufficient dis­ 
closure to prov ide stockholders with 
complete information.

UNITA resolutions said the MPI.A had 
been compelled to v iolate prev ious peace 
attempts by the interv ention of the Sov ­ 
iet Union. 
UNITA made no mention of South 
African interv entions on behalf of the 
National FYont. Russian interv ention and 
its massiv e arms supplies were the main 
cause of the renewal of the civ il war, 
UNITA said.

Becau se almost sev en million children 
are enrolled in these prc^rams ev ery y ear 
(cost last y ear. $1.87 ft billion), with millions 
more y ou ngsters who need help bu t don't 
get it. this is no trifling issu e For if we 
conclu de that the ex penditu re of $14 billion 
has made no meaningfu l difference in the 
reading skills, the achiev ement lev els, of 
America’s depriv ed y ou ngsters, we shall 
also hav e to conclu de that there is v irtu ally 
no hope for these children 


This cou ld be a hornfy ing conclu sion in a 
society where ev en now. according to an 
Office of Edu cation stu dy , 20 per cent of all 
adu lt Americans are u nable to fu nction 
effectiv ely in daily life and another 34 per 
cent hav e su fficient skills only to barely get 
by . 
That GAO report casts a negativ e pall 
ov er Title I projects becau se the press 
focu sed on the assertion that "most of the

su fficient for them to begin to close the gap 
between their reading 
lev el and the 
national norm 
The gap between tho 
achiev ement lev el of the edu cationally 
depriv ed children and that of av erage

increased while stu dents were in the

Moreov er, 
most stu dents 
reading at or abov e grade lev el when last 
tested in Title I did not retain these gains 
after leav ing the pri^ram .” 


One can reasonably eonelu de from this 
that "compensatory edu cation ” has not 
altered drastically the reading ability and 
other skills of ou r most depriv ed children 
Bu t that is far different from say ing that 
the ju st-qu oted GAO findings means Title I 
is a failu re 


You mu st begin with an u nderstanding 
that we are talking abou t sev en million 
children who. with rare ex ceptions, hav e 
grown u p in pov erty , hu nger, sickness and 
a stifling home env ironment which is 
bereft of gu idance or motiv ation. These 
children are already as mu ch as three y ears 
behind a normal child their age in reading 
skills They hav e been going to school a 


y ear, bu t gaming only a fraction of a y ear in 
reading ability 


^ Is It a realistic test of a compensatory

WASHINGTON - As a measu re of the 
poor state of the U . S. Nav y , its ships were 
inv olv ed la.st y ear in an incredible 17 
coUisons — most of them with other Nav y 
ships. 


In the past month alone, three of the 
Nav y ’s prou d aircraft carriers — the 
Independence, Saratoga 
and John 
E 
Kennedy — hav e bangtni into other ships at 
sea. 


The worst collison occu rred the night of 
Nov . 22 in the mu rky waters of the Ionian 
Sea. Du ring rou tine flight maneu v ers, the 
carrier JP'K collided with the cru iser 
Belknap. The accident set off blazing fires 
aboard both ships. Eight persons were 
killed and 46 inju red.25 of them senou sly . 


Clearly , something is wrong with the 
Nav7 , which su pposedly is su preme on the 
seas bu t apparently can’t steer its ships 
straight. We hav e written a nu mber of 
reports, most of them taken from secret 
Nav y docu ments, abou t the deterioration 
of the fleet Here are ou r conclu sions: 


The admirals hav e let the fleet ru n down 
We hav e seen classified reports abou t ships 
with ru sting hu lls, broken gear, inadequ ate 
equ ipment and fou l liv ing qu arters. Nav y 
inspectors 
hav e 
also 
reported 
waste, 
mismanagement and inefficiency in the 
shipy ards which are su pposed to keep the 
Nav y ’s 580 warships in repair. At best, the 
fleet is only in fair fighting condition. 


Yet the admirals alway s managed to 
squ eeze enou gh money ou t of the bu dget 
for their own comforts. They also find 
fu nds for their pet projects, whether it’s a 
stu dy of "the drinking practices of Nav y 
personnel ” or the rou ndu p of stray goats 
and pigs from San Clemente island off the 
C^alifornia coast. No less than President 
Ford 
has 
complained, 
according 
to 
confidential White Hou se minu tes, that tne 
military brass deliberately cu ts mu scle 
instead of fat when he orders a bu dget 
redu ction 


Like its sister serv ices, the Nav y is top- 
heav y with military brass. Most admirals 
can be fou nd manning swiv el chairs in the 
Pentagon, rather than the bridges of ou r 
fighting 
ships. 
The 
best 
officers, 
inv ariably , are assigned to the Pentagon* 
v /here they occu py themselv es chu rning 
ou t reams of paper. Ou r far-flu ng ships, 
therefore, are sometimes commanded by 
u nqu alified officers. 


Since the Nav y brass is concentrated in 
the Pentagon, they become more absorbed 
with bu reau cratic maneu v ers than nav al 
maneu v ers. The fleet has been neglected, 
with 
infrequ ent 
practice 
ru ns 
and 
inadequ ate equ ipment Rou tine refu eling 


operations at sea, for ex ample, resu lted m 
fou r collisions last y ear. 


With the close of the Vietnam war. the 
Nav y ’s combat crews hav e no one to 
combat. They are at loose ends, whiling 
away their time at makework projects. 
Liv ing conditions aboard ship hav e also 
deteriorated. Therefore, morale is low, 
discipline lax and efficiency poor 


' 
This n^iv al neglect has been costly . The 
Belknap, for ex ample, cost the tax pay ers 
$7 00 million. Now it has been ou t of action 
by a careless accident. 
Ev en the minor accidents hav e been 
costly . From confidential Nav y docu ments, 
we hav e seen how mu ch damage a 
sideswipe can cau se. The carrier Saratoga 
and 
oiler Mississinewa, for ex ample, 
collided du ring refu eling operations last 
month off the F'lorida coast. 


The Sarati^a s hu ll was ripped open and 
a refu eling station was sev erely damaged. 
Aboard the oiler, more than 40 specific 
pieces of equ ipment were damaged. 


Bu t the most seriou s consequ ence of ou r 
nav al neglect is that the Sov iets are steadily 
ov ertaking the U. S. on the high seas. 
Already , one Sov iet fleet dominates the 
Baltic and 
Barents 
seas. Another is 
challenging the U. S. Six th Fleet in the 
Mediterranean A third fleet patrols the 
strategic Indian Ocean, and a fou rth gu ards 
the approaches to Siberia in the Pacific. 


Many

Footnote; A spokesman told u s that the 
Nav y 
is 
u ndertaking

He 
pointed ou t that some commanders had 
ex hibited su perb seamanship after the 
collisions 
The 
destroy er 
Clau de 
V. 
Ricketts, for ex ample, condu cted heroic 
rescu e operations which sav ed dozens of 
liv es after the JP'K-Belknap collision. And 
the Saratoga’s coolheaded commander. 
Capt. Robert Du nn, av erted a possible 
catastrophe by taking swift emergency 
measu res.

WASHINGTON (A PI - The House in­ 
telligence committee is demanding an 
answer by Saturday on whether the FB I 
is “ attempting to retaliate against or 
squelch" an investigation of possible im­ 
proprieties in F B I purchasing of wiretap 
equipment.

Tradition greets 
New Year in U.S.

The United States welcomed a new 
year and the start of its 200th birthday 
celebration with the strong flavor ,of 
patriotism mixed with the traditional 
brew of midnight merriment, morning 
hangovers and afternoon parades and 
football games. 
At the White House, President Ford, 
spending what he described as “ the 
quietest New Year’s Eve in a long, long 
time" because Mrs. Ford is recovering 
from the flu. issued a New Year’s 
message noting that 1976 "embodies the 
200th anniversary of the founding of this 
great Republic. 
"We look back with pnde. but all of our 
national experience should prove to us 
that we must also look forward with 
eagerness to the unfolding years ahead " 


On the U.S. island of Guam, where the 
New Year arrived 15 hours earlier than 
on the U.S. East Coast, the first official 
1976 flag-raising occurred at an Elks 
lodge, wih the Bicentennial flag and the 
flag of Guam hoisted beside Old Glory 
Guam also boasted the first baby born 
on U.S. territory in the new year The 
first Bicentennial babv is Victoria Sison. 
who made her entrance at 1:34 a.m. 
Guam time 


In Rhode Island, churches throughout 
the state were urged by the Bicentennial 
Commission to toll their bells at noon 
New Year’s Day to celebrate the start of 
the birthday year and salute the “ Spirit 
of ’76.” 
A crowd which is expected to top 1.5 
million started descending on Pasadena. 
Calif., Wednesday for the annual Tourna­ 
ment of Roses Parade preceding the 
Rose Bowl football game between Ohio 
State and UCLA 
A prime symbol of the nation’s 
freedom, the Liberv Bell, started the 
New Year in a new home. 
The 2.080-pound bell was moved early 
today from Independence Hall to a new 
visitors’ center which can accmmodate 
Bicentennial year crowds An estimated 
20.000 persons braved rain to watch the 
moving ceremony. 
Rain also dampened the traditional 
gathering of celebrants in New York 
City’s Times Square. The crowd, an esti­ 
mated 35.000. was smaller than in past 
years as a lighted ball dropped from the 
old Times building at the stroke of mid­ 
night.

Eves. Guy Lombardo was at the Waldorf 
Astoria Hotel, directing his Royal Cana­ 
dians in the fami'iar strains off "Auki 
Lang Syne.”

New laws in effect 


JE F F E R S O N CITY. Mo. (A P) - A 
law requiring more than 70 state agen­ 
cies to file all their rules and regulations 
in one massive document took effect 
New Year’s Day. 
But the effectiveness of the bill ap­ 
pears to hinge on action during the up­ 
coming General Assembly.

Better security is 
noted at airports

There has been a general tightening of 
security at the nation’s airports, and 
passengers may find it more difficult to 
find a place to stash a coat or a bag as a 
result of the LaGuardia Airport bomb­ 
ing. 
An Associated Press check of 25 of the 
530 U.S. airports with regularly 
scheduled service showed that most 
beefed up security in some way after a 
bomb placed in a baggage locker ex­ 
ploded and killed 11 people in New York 
on Monday. 
Many cities are closing down key- 
operated coin lockers in airports. In New 
York, airport locker service was sus­ 
pended and keys to lockers at bus and 
train stations were removed while of­ 
ficials pondered new security methods.. 
More 
patrols with explosive-sniffing 
dogs and extra guards were also in 
evidence. Some officials proposed more 
drastic measures, such as keeping all

visitors out of airline terminals and re­ 
designing airports to make them ter­ 
rorist-proof. 
In Chicago. Aviation Commissioner 
Patrick Dunne said the baggage lockers 
would be temporarily closed in terminal 
buildings at O ’Hare International 
Airport, the nation’s busiest with 2,000 
daily flights. 


The action came after some reserva­ 
tion clerks, airport employes and securi­ 
ty guards at O’Hare took up a collection 
of quarters to buy up about 100 public 
lockers in the baggage claim area. 


"W e are expanding our security 
measures in light of LaGuardia and the 
lockers are a part of it," an American 
Airlines official said 


“ One of the first improvements we 
made was to take all our coin-operated 
baggage lockers out of service for an in­ 
definite period." said Jack Cunningham, 
head of the 43-officer airport security 
force in Portland. Ore. 


P H ILA D ELPH IA (AP) - The Liberty 
Bell, symbol of American freedom, was 
rolled out of Independence Hall and into 
a new viewing center early today as 
spirited revelers braved a driving rain to 
ring in 1976. the nation’s Bicentennial 
The 2.080-pound bell rode atop a 700 
pound cart that was gingerly nudged by 
^2 beefy hardhats to Liberty Pavilion, 
situated on a grassy mall a block north of 
the historic hall 
The bell's bnttle shell rested on a bed 
of wet cement to prevent the spread of 
the celebrated crack that' marred the 
bell while it was tolling the death of Chief 
Justice John Marshall in 1835. 
Fireworks crackled and a fife and 
drum corps played Yankee Doodle as 
history buffs, socialites, city officials — 
and skid row denizens — toasted the 
bells midnight ride of 15 minutes over a 
100-yard flagstone path. 
The steel and glass pavilion, where the 
bell is to remain permanently, was built 
with federal funds at a cost of $800.000 It 
opened to visitors today after the bell 
was hung on a stainless-steel beam rising 
from the floor. 
Street lights were doused at the start of 
the bell's nde and New Year’s Eve mer­ 
ry makers illuminated the route w ith can­ 
dles and flashlights. 
The bell’s yoke, carved from slippery 
elm. was wrapped in plastic, protecting

An airline spokesman said the four- 
engine craft was carry ing 67 passengers, 
including two infants who at first were 
overlooked because they did not appear 
on the manifest, and an all-Lebanese 
crew of 15. 


Most passengers were Lebanese and 
Egyptian, with two Frenchmen, four 
Bntons. six Greeks, a Norwegian and a 
Cypriot, airline sources said. Their iden­ 
tities were not available. 


The airline spokesman. Kamal Sinno. 
said Saudi officials reported finding the 
wreckage shortly before dawn and were 
sending helicopters to the area 


The airline spokesman first reported 
the plane went down inside the neutral 
zone, about 250 miles northwest of the 
Saudi oil center of Dhahran But the o! 
ficial Kuwait radio and control tower 
sources pinpointed the wreckage just be­ 
low the zone, inside Saudi territory.

W ASHINGTON (A P) — President 
Ford is beginning the new year with op­ 
timistic hopes for the nation’s economy 
and for his own election to a full term in 
the White House. 
Declaring that he sees no serious ob­ 
stacle to winning a term in the White 
House. Ford told newsmen on Wednes­ 
day that nothing could make him quit the 
campaign in midstream 
He said he will campaign on his "con­ 
structive record and 
win on it.’ And 
he now views his earlier hunch that Sen

Humphrey. D-Minn.. will be 
the Democratic nominee as looking “ bet 
ter and better " 
The President promised to work for 
“ peace with ourselves ... peace with the 
world." and to strengthen the nation’s 
spiritual and moral values by setting an 
example himself. And. he pledged “ to do 
everything possible’’ to improve 
economic circumstances. 


Ford said there already has been 
"significant progress” in overcoming in­ 
flation and unemployment and “ the pro­ 
spects are encouraging.' 
The President scheduled a low-key 
working holiday for the first day of 1976 
He planned a meeting with his budget ad­ 
visers on the fiscal 1977 federal budget he 
wants to hold to $.395 billion 
But aides said the President also 
scheduled time New Year's Day for 
watching some of the football bowl 
games on television, including the 
Orange Bowl in which his alma mater.

The President and Mrs. Ford spent

USSR intervention 


JO HANNESBURG. South Africa (AP) 
— Prime Minister John Vorster says 
Soviet intervention in Angola can only be 
stopped by greater Western involvement 
in the African country. But President 
Ford says he's optimistic a big power 
confrontation can be avoided. 
Vorster. in a strongly worded New 
Year’s message on Wednesday, said the 
choice before Africa and the non-Com- 
munist world was plain — resist or sub­ 
mit and pay the pnee. 
“ If Africa and the free world allow one 
African country, and a country of such 
immense strategic importance, too. to be 
hounded into the Communist fold 
Africa will pay the price of enslavement 
far worse than that of the 18th and 19th 
centuries." Vorster said 
President Ford voiced his optimism on 
the Angolan situation during an informal 
discussion wit h 23 reporters he invited to 
his Oval Office in Washington. 
However. Ford said he believed the 
United States “ would have been in a 


stronger position” to promote a com­ 
promise between the three forces battl­ 
ing for control of the former Portuguese 
colony if the U.S. Senate had not voted to 
curb American aid to one of the factions 
The Soviet Union supports the Popular 
Movement (M PLA ). although Russian 
troops are not known to be involved in 
the fighting 
But an estimated 
7.500-10.000 Cuban troops are reported to 
be in Angola, fighting with Soviet sup­ 
plies. 
South Africa also has troops in Angola 
but has refused to say how many. The 
M PLA says South Africa has up to 5.000 
troops in the strife-ridden African nation. 


The United States has provided some 
$33 million in money and military sup­ 
plies to the Western-backed National 
Front tFNLA) The third movement, the 
Angolan National Union (UNITA). has 
allied its forces with the FNLA

Planted in the airport’s baggage

Persons purporting to represent 
various 
terrorist 
organizations 
claimed “ credit” for the tragedy . 
These included the Palestinian 
Liberation Organization, a Puerto 
Rican independence group, and 
even the Mafia. Authorities have 
tended to disregard most of the 
claims. 


The episode has all the markings 
of some sort of terrorist action, 
however, characterized as it was by 


totally indiscriminate killing on a 
spectacular scale. As such, it would 
be in keeping with numerous other 
episodes worldwide, which made 
1975 a kind of Year of the Terrorist.

kidnapings in various parts of the 
world, a series of bomb blasts in 
London—blamed on the Irish Re­ 
publican Army —and of, of course, 
the usual terrorist activities in the 
Mideast. There appears to be a

Despite these and other rapid 
increases in postal rates over the 
y ears, the average citizen is getting 


thé impression that he is being 
given the old carrot and the stick 
routine. No matter how much rates 
go up, they never are enough. 


The Postal Service presently is 
losing about $7 million a day . Even 
with the new rates, it e>q)ects to 
close out the fiscal y ear in June 
with a $1.4 billion deficit, a record.

role in party king-making. Few candidates 
can survive 30 primaries as statesm en; 
merely the best salesm en are there at the 
end. 


To be sure, hawking is the chief strategy 
for both sides in Florida’s Republican race 
And it is em bittered, som ewhat hate-filled 
hawkit^ as w ell.

McGovern was viewed as wanting to rob 
the rich to give to the poor, thus he aroused 
a storm of criticism and ridicule in the 
m edia, not much of which is owned or 
edited by poor people; Reag an’s wild' 
proposal can be viewed by the sam e media 
as nothing more than a pledge to reduce 
big governm ent, so there has not been a 
wave of editorials and articles designed to 
make him look like an idiot. 


Y et, Reagan’s talk of slicing $9 0 billion 
off the federal budget was so ill-inform ed, 
so irresponsible, that his aides are still 
try ing to cover up for him. 


Well, let’s have a look at just a few of the 
federal programs that would g o down the 
drain if Mr. Reagan imposed his budget 
cuts:

So 
would the school lunch prc^ram and other 
child nutrition prc^rams recently created 
by a country determ ined to w ipe out the 
sham e of widespread hunger.

There are those here who wonder about 
the profit of all this salesm anship. Noting 
soberly 
that "We Repubbcans 
are 
a 
relatively small group of people,” Ford 
campaign pubbcist John Coleman also 
reminds that the division of fractions 
produces even smaller fractions. Yet at the 
sam e tim e he admits to no responsibibty on 
his side: “ W e’ve got a President in office, 
w e’ve got the incumbency advantage, why 
does this other guy want to step in and 
mess things up? ” 


And so it g oes. The posturing, the sleight 
of hand, (he peddbng. Ford’s campaign 
director recently com mented that though 
his head was with the President, his heart 
was with Reagan. When the quote spread 
he issued a retraction, this tim e insisting 
that his “ heart, head, hands and feet” and 
presumably bver were with the President 
alone. 


Wonderful, but what does it mean? A 
headbne or two, a m om ent’s controversy , a 
roomful of numeographed corrections? It 
does not put food on the tables of the 
unemploy ed, 
because 
primary 
pobtit*s 
never do. 


In essence the primaries are a tim e of 
suspended 
m eaning fulness, 
and 
of 
immobibzed creativity . The idea is not to 
be brilbant but successful, to cater to the 
greatest number of special interest groups, 
to charm the largest percentage of the 
computer bstings, to sobcit the 
most 
important of the party ’s powerful. Prom ise 
them any thing, bke a 23 per cent tax cut, 
but get them all on the right side. 


It is shabby business, to say the least, one 
that does not bode well for any thing but 
four more y ears of four more y ears. Check 
that The primaries also tend to reinforce 
the conviction among legions of concerned 
Americans that whatever hasn’t happened 
in pobtics will happen, and that when it 
does no one will be safe from it .

measures, w e have just learned, to keep us 
out of his garbage. 


Back in 19 71, we began an FBI-sty le 
investigation of the almighty Hoover. This 
included a watch on his garbage. Our 
purpose was merely to burlesque the FB I’s 
own tactics. For the FBI chief had taught 
his agents to search a subject’s'trash for the 
key to his true character. 


We solem nly concluded from our Great 
Garbage Caper that Hoover suffered from 
gas pains It m^ s unsettbng, w e agreed, to 
think of a bving legend having gas on his 
stom ach . 
But 
th e 
evid en ce 
was 
indisputable; his garbage disclosed that he 
dined on such fare as crab bisque, sbced 
onions and peppernrunt stick ice cream, 
foUowed by G elusil antacid pills. 


The 
great 
G-man, 
mindful 
of 
his 
responsibibty as an American folk hero, 
was careful never to be seen drinking in 
pubbc. But his trash revealed that he 
tippled at hom e, with a preference for Jack 
Daniels Black Label whiskey . 


Such irreverent revelations, w e have 
been informed rebably , caused Hoover to 
roar 
with 
rage. 
He 
began 
pondering 
countermeasures and seized upon a secret 
weapon to thwart our garbage raids. 


The incurable curmudgeon passed on the 
word to his subordinates that he wanted a 
garbage com pactor, which could squeeze 
his 
g arb ag e 
in to 
an 
in sep arab le 
unsearchable block. 


His aides, highly sensitive to his sbghtest 
wish, im m ediately began taking up a 
coUection. They raised well over $100, 
which they invested in a suitable garbage- 
crushing device. This was presented to him 
with appropriate ceremony on the 47th 
anniversary of his F'BI career in May 1971 


Never again was any one able to learn 
what Hoover ate for dinner. 


Footnote: The FBI bulldog used this 
sam e technique to acquire other articles 
that struck his fancy .

Hoover’s No. 2 man, the late Cly de ToLson, 
who felt 
he should be honored with 
ex pensive 
g ifts, 
too. 
His 
subordinates 
coUected 
hundreds 
of 
dollars 
to buy 
furniture for his apartment. 


On 
one 
occasion , 
the 
furniture 
mistakenly was hauled into the J ustice 
Department courty ard at the sam e tim e 
som e N ew . York Post reporters were 
roaming through the FBI office. 


The subordinates deathly feared the 
reporters would notice the furniture and 
start asking questions. But they overlooked 
the loaded truck which, under the cover of 
darkness, 
eased 
away 
from 
the 
F^BI 
grounds and debvered the free furniture to 
Tolson’s apartment. 


It should be added, in fairness, that the 
present FBI director, Clarence K elley , has 
sternly discouraged any gifts from his 
agents.

The President contends that the United 
States must have 100 to 125 nuclear plants 
to service in 19 8 5 to reduce our dependence 
upon foreign oil 


The 
FEA 
study , 
however, 
strongly 
suggests that the nation w on’t need nuclear 
enei^y after all The calculations are based 


on FEA projections of fuel costs and needs 
in 19 8 5. 


Without nuclear energy , the study shows, 
the country would have to mine huge 
quantities of coal but would not have to 
increase oil imports significantly . 


“ A nationwide nuclear m oratorium .” 
com bined with a gradual phase-out of 
ex isting plants, would mean “ a 31 per cent 
increase” in coal consum ption by 19 8 5 
above the increases already projected, the 
study declares. 


This would m ean doubbng the present 
coal production, which is now more than 
the President called for in his original 
“ Project Independence” speech Here are 
other points which the study makes: 


Without a nuclear m oratorium, the 
increased flow of nuclear energy would 
bring a drop in oil imports by 19 8 5. But 
even 
if 
nuclear 
plant 
construction 
is 
stopped to avoid the radioactive risks, “ the 
largest impact .on oil imports is a 2.4 per 
cent increase” over the projected 19 8 5 
figures. 


“ Natural 
gas 
consum ption 
is 
essentially not affected” by the nuclear 
outlook. 


I-' In case of a m oratorium, electric 
prices would go up 6.4 per cent and coal 
prices would increase 6.2 per cent by 19 8 5 
above the increase already projected. 


The 
study 
was 
prepared 
for 
FEA 
officials who testified in Cabfornia against 
the move by som e voters to force a 
sta tew id e 
m oratoriu m 
on 
n u clear 
construction. But the parts of the study , 
casting doubts on President Ford’s nuclear 
position, were om itted from the FEA 
testim ony . 


Footnote; FEA officials say the report is 
an early draft, which has been totally 
revised 
b ecau se 
it 
m akes 
“ false 
assum ptions.” They contend the study 
doesn’t take into consideration clean-air 
restrictions on coal nor the difficulty of 
doubbng coal production in 10 y ears.
